Tbis inquiry is reterrsd to us 
for an answer : 

The Rev. John M. Molitar, of the Dry 
Valley codb«(ibIU>h of Geinimi Bap. 
tint , baa been, according to my inform- 
ant, circulating that tbe Brethren have 
taken Ashland College from them un- 
der the aiuaplcet •' fraud ; that there 
were only one or two men (n our 
church that were able. The teit were 
Of the 9. B. school and would have to 
■ufter to tbe eiteol that they would be 
broke np, (become bankrupt.) B. 

This inquiry cornea from Penn- 
sylvania, and tbe charges made- 
well we hardly know what is 
meant ny the aaamces of fraud. 
Tbe Brethren Church never took 
the College from any body ; and 
- the German Baptist never had it. 
I will write this above my owe 
signature, at d I will be atone re 
sponsible. 

Tbe Brethres church, in her 
conventions has pledged hersell 
before God and the world to pay 
f the debt on Ashland College, on 
reasonable aisuranceB that she 
could control the property. This 
assurance was reliable. Thus far 
she has not discharged her obli- 
gations. The consideration was 
the control of the school, and tbe 
church accepted the proposition, 
on those conditions. It the 
Brethren church does not tultil 
her pledge, then abe stands be- 
fore the world with the brand as 
untrue to her word, and there ie 
no use in any member squirming 
under that lash, and some of Us 
honest members will leave its 
ranks to hide themselves from 
the disgrace. We dare to speak 
this warning belore that all may 
know what is coming. 

If we know what is meant by 
the anBpioes of trend, we deny 
that the Brethren have eo taken 
tbe College in toto. We have 
not taken it, and no one, so far 
as I know, ever proposed to ig- 
nore the rights of German Bap- 
tist Brethren. Their rigbte are 
today what they always have 
been. The fact is that they were 
only too glad to let it alone with 
its enormons debt : and suppose 
that they were free. But the law 
says they are not iree so long ae 
this debt stands ae it is, and who 
and how many will become bank- 
rupt, the Lord only known, but 
we shall know hereafter, if our 
brethren or the German Baptist 
brethren do not pay the debt. 
The Brethren church in Ohio 
has already paid about ten thou- 
sand dollars, and a lew of its 
members have promised to pay a 
part of the debt, let it go ae it 
will, and it it goes to tbe worst 
they will be totally bankrupt. 

What can any church do with 
such a chapter in its history ? 

There is an easy way to dis- 
charge a part of the obligation 
we have taken, and with all the 
attending tacts, present an hon- 
orable statement in the case, and 
that is to rally at the College con- 
yen tion on Thursday, May 81st, 
and announce onr ability to fulfil 
the agreement that the Trustees 
have entered into with the G. B, 
brethren who are involved.
